Hanreddy Sues for $180,000, 

After a stormy scene with Commissioner of 
Pubiic Works Hanberg and Corporation 
Counsel Brundage, Joseph Hanredéy in- 
Structed his attorney, Timothy J. Fell, to file 
sult against the city for $150,000 extras 
on the Lawrence avenue sewer on behalf 
of himself and his partner, M. H. McGovern. 
The suit was filed late in the afternoon. 

Mr. Hanréddy had just returned from 
French Lick, Ind., and, despite the fact that 
the commissioner of public works is under 
fife on account of the payment of McGovern 
and Hanreddy’s bill for $46,000 for rock ex- 
cavations in the sewer, he demanded instant 
payment of.4nother claim of about $78,000. 

Mr. Hanf 
atance of his complaint as follows: 

“My clients claim that they were put to 
extra expense on account of changing the 
origina! plans and specifications of the work. 
The tunnel was dug nearly two feet deeper 
on Account of this change, and an additional 
two feet in 8.000 lineal feet makes quite an 
item. The east and west tunnel had been al- 
ready constructed when my clients took the 
jcb, and the bulkhead on the east was not 
properly constructed and our work was 
flooded. 

There was a defective sewer over the 
conduit between Dover and Beacon streets 
and we also struck quicksand and sewer gas. 
An explosion of gas did lots of damage. The 
bill for extras includes also lumber for 
sheathing left in the tunnel. We tried to get 
A settlement from the city, and failed: now 
we have taken the matter to court, where 
it will be settled for all time.”

*Redieski Tries to Explain. 
Paul Redieski, deputy commissioner of pub- 


lie works, said: 


* Practically all of the lumber the city uses 
is for this department. All of this lumber, 
or nearly all, is bought by contract after ad- 
vertising for bide. If there ig.any bought by 
requisition it must be a small amount of stuff 
that is not epecified in the contracts, such as 
lumber for a new partition inthe waterworks 


Business Agent Coleman said: “ We buy 
little lumber in this office. I don't know 
anything about the contracts, but when we 
get an order for lumber we go out and buy 
it in the open market. Last year our lum- 
ber purchases amounted to $15,000 in round 
numbers, but this year, estimating for the 
next month and a half, I should say the 
total of our lumber purchases will be 95,000. 

„I should like to say for this office that 
we are trying our best to run it on a business- 
like basis. It is largely through my influ- 
ence, and because I have gone to the heads 
of departments and remonstrated about their 
extravagance, that I was able to cut down 
the purchases through this department $100, - 
000 last year, and this year I estimate they 
will be $186,000 less than. last year, and; 4 
would be willing to bet a new hat they wil! 
fun $200.000 less. That will be a saving of 


$300,000 in two years.” 


Purchases of Light Hardware. 

Another thing that came to light was that 
for the last two years the city has been 
buying practically all of its light hardware, 
amounting to between $4,000 and $500 a 
year, from Christian Carr Jr., a brother- 
in-law of Commissioner H rg. 

“Mr. Carr came into my office one day 
and said he would like to have a chance to 
sell the city something. I took him in and 
introduced him to Mr. Coleman, just as I 
would take any gentleman that I know in to 
the business agent’s office,” said Mr. Han- 
berg. “I don't know that Carr has sold a 
dollar's worth of goods to the city. Cer- 
tainly I never specified. his name in any 
requisitions coming from this department. | 
simply asked Mr. Colemag to do what he 
could for Carr, provided, of course, that he 
could sell the stuff as cheaply as any other 
dealer. 

“I am willing to have my record investi- 
gaied from start to finish. I know that 
there have been some things bought on 
requisition, but it wae done for business 
expediency, and I can truthfully say that 
I have saved the city hundreds of thousands 
of dollars of liability at times through the 
administration of my once.“ 


Mayor Wants Thorough Inquiry. 

Mayor Busse was asked what he thought 
of the turn affairs have taken in the Merriam 
investigation. He replied: 

“I am in favor of a fair and full tnvesti- 
gation of every department of the city gu- 
ernment. IE was in favor of that when the 
Merriam commission was appointed, and I 
am just as much in favor of it now. I have 
nothing to conceal and no one to protect. 
„always have believed and still beiieve 
that the heads of the departments a-e the 
best men who could be selected for these po- 
sitions, ad I do not think any of the depart- 
ment heads have done anything wron-. 

The trouble with the situation at present 
is that people are jumping around fron: one 
thing to another and are not getting all the 
facts on any particular case. I would like tu 
see the Merriam commission investigate ths 
whole system of business methods iu the city 
hall and go into all the facts of every case.

An operating official of the American Tele-

Having thus satisfied the journalistic law 
which ordains that all the newer shall be told 
in the first paragraph, one may proceed to 
the expression of critical opinion. This wil) 
include the judgment that Mr. McIntyre in 
the denotement of negro character is little 
if anything less than a genius. 

The hitherto theatrically unknown tomato 
becomes in his hands, or rather on his shirt 
front, one of the most comic things in musical 
comedy. He describes it in almost every 
conceivable way, with his inimitably ex- 
pressive eyes, the minor droop of his lips, and 
with bis eloquent hands. He is more the 
negro than Mr. Williams, who is the chosen 
delineator of the comedy element in his race. 
Everything about him is photographically 
the negro from his voice to his gait. His per- 
formance is so exact that it is almost imita- 
tion instead of acting. 

All these things about Mr. McIntyre are 
known to him and others, however, from his 
long appearance in vaudeville and in musical 
comedy, so it is not necessary to extend 
comment on them further. Concerning Mr. 
Heath it is to be said that he is a skillful 
background for his more gifted partner, and 
contrives frequently to be amusing on his 
wn account. 

Thie is fortunate, for, with the exception of 
an occasional moment contributed by Julian 
Rose as a stage Jew, In Hayti is not an 
object of enthusiastic contemplation.

The lan- 
guage of the Slave of Russia and of south- 
eastern Europe is just as truly Arian as is 
Sanskrit, Persian, Armenian, or Greek, or 
the dialects of the Italic, Celtic, Baltic, and 
Germanic groups. 

The language of the Magyar—of the true 
Hungarian—belongs to the southern divi- 
sion of the great Ugrian stock which, lke 
the Arian, extends over 4 wide extent of 
territory. Among those in the Northern 
Ugrian group are the Finns and the Lapps. 
In the southern group are the Hungarians 
of Magyars, and the Ostiaks which extend 
far to the north and the east in Asia.

But her conversion aroused the keenest indignation 
at Berlin and resulted in her estrangement with Em- 
peror William and his empress, which lasted for a 
number of years. Queen Marie of Bavaria’s conversion 
to the Church of Rome, long after the death of her 
husband, also caused much bad blood at Berlin and her 
‘estrangement from the late Emperor William and her 
Prussian relatives. She was the mother of the present 
king. With regard to old Emperor William's sister 
Charlotte, she, of course, was forced to join the Ortho- 
doz Greek Rite on her marriage to Czar Nicholas, but 
the union, despite all that has been said to the con- 
trary, was an unhappy one, as the empress, became 
more or less of an invalid in consequence of the shock 
to which she had deen subjected while on the eve of 


‘motherhood by the insurrection at St. Petersburg which 


signalised her husband's accession to the throne. 
It ts a remarkable record that in all the 200 years of 


the existence of the kingdom of Prussia there has been 


only one single case of a mésalliance on the part of 
any of its princesses—namely: Princess Louise, who in 
the eighteenth century married Prince Anthony Radzi- 
will, who was a mere noble. If any of the princesses 
gave their hearts elsewhere they were compelled to 
yield to dynastic considerations and to reasons of state 
at the expense of their affections.

Every one remembers how Baron Frederick von 
Trenck was confined for years and years in the dun- 
geons of Spandau and of Madgeburg because he had 
succeeded in winning the heart, though not the hand, of 
Frederick the Great's sister, Princess Amelia of Prus- 
sia; and it is difficult to forget the extraordinary ef- 
forts made by Bismarck, the chancellor, to prevent the 
marriage of the Kaiser's sister, Princess Victoria, with 
Prince Alexander of Battenberg, who was the issue of 
a morganatic union between Prince Alexander of Hesse 
and Mile. Haucke. 

Empress Frederick and even the latter's husband 
were wiléng that their daughter should marry in ac- 
cordance with the dictates of her heart, but Bismarck 
opposed it on grounds of state and of dynastic impor- 
tance, sustained in the matter by the present kaiser; 
and when both seemed destined to fail they had re- 
course to the intervention of the late King Albert of 
Saxony, who was one of the closest friends of Emperor 
Frederick, and whose intervention. proved successful. 
Prince Alexander rather shocked those who had espoused 
his cause, first and foremost Queen Victoria, by sud- 
denly marrying an actress, who now survives him under 
the name of Countess Hartenau, while Princess. Vic- 
toria has since become the wife of Prince Adolphus of 
Schaumberg.

In the “Life of the late Sir William Broadbent,” the 
famous English physician, which hag just .been pub- 


‘lished in London, there fs one page in particular that 


should be read and digegted by every royal personage 
in Europe. It is where Sir William refers to that posi- 
tive torture to which all people in attendance on roy- 
alty are subjected of remaining standing by the hour. 
Even for young people this is trying, but for their 
elders it is downright cruelty. Sir William relates that 
after the death of King Bdward's eldest son, the late 
duke of Clarence, at Sandringham, where he was in 
charge of the case, hé was sent for by Queen Victoria 
to Osborne to give her an account of her favorite 
grandson's fatal illness. He writes: 

“She was sitting In an ordinary chair at a writing 
table, and, of course, I had to stand. I was there 
exactly an hour and a quarter. I,was then told that 
Princess Christian wanted to see me ani I was con- 
ducted to the duchess of Connaught's room on the floor 
above. I could hardly craWl upstairs. I was kept 
standing another fifteen or twenty minutes, talking to 
them and to Princess Beatrice. They were very kind 
and cordial, but I was glad when the interview was 
over.” 

In this Instance Sir William, already an elderly man, 
was only called upon to remain standing for a little 
over an hour and a half. But there are many occasions 
when people of the royal entourage and court Jigni- 
taries of both sexes, some of them advanced in years, 
have to remain standing for three and even four hours 
at a stretch, until they are almost fainting from phys- 
ical exhaustion. It is not as if they could walk about 
during that time, but the necessity of remaining more 
or less immovable in one position, that is so trying. 
Even the kindest hearted of monarchs and royal per- 
sonages seem to be insensible to the suffering which 
they inflict in this particular upon those around them 
persons to whom they are oftentimes deeply attached 
and if they could only tring themselves to modify this 
form of etiquette court life would lose many of the 
terrors by which it is now attended.

Frankfort, Ky., Nov. 16—[Special.J—Ed- 
ward Corrigan, veteran turfmen and former 
“Master of Hawthorne,“ is 4 bankrupt. 
Harassed by hostile legislative acts which 
have made practically valueless his immense 
race track holdings, estimated worth 

nearly $1,000,000 only a few years ago, Cor- 
rigan has given up the fight against debts 
his wars against his turf 
enemies and has filed a petition in bank- 
ruptcy in the United States court here. 
. Corrigan’s total Habilities are placed at 
$174,100, while his absets, which include noth- 
ing but some small notes and opén accounts, 
amount to only $13,653. He has no real estate 
left-and the notes and.accounts possibly are 
not worth more than half their face value. 
Some of the secured claims are as follows: 
John W. Gates; $36,102; Whitney National 
bank, New Orleans, $11,808; Annie V. Ryan, 
Cincinnati, $24,262. Unsecured debts amount 
to $101,936, and in this list are included Pat 
Dunne, $12,977; Ed Alvey, $3.528; Campbell 
Scott, $6,000; James Halpin, $10,000; Bernard 
Corrigan, $5,775, and others. : 


Finish Is Presaged. : 

The financial finish of the pugnacious turf- 
nan was presaged last May when he trans- 
ferred to former Ald.
